He stopped his automobile, a closed 
car. 
in the 
courthouse yard. and

out., He started to walk 


around the front of the car to open the 
door on the other side so that Stam- 
boulich could get out. In meantime 
Stamboulich had opened the door and 
with a'bound "was off.: across . the
